June presentation 

Charles Caldwell displayed his collection of coins of 
the 12 Caesars in silver and discussed the lives of the 
dozen mostly ill-fated men who led Rome in the 1st 
Century BC and 1 st Century AD. 

“When you collect ancient coins you’ve got to buy 
the book,” Charles said. He’s spent several hundred 
dollars on 25 books ranging in price from $1 to $300. 

The emperors tended to die violently, often, says 
Charles, the result of a sword to the groin. “I don’t 
think anyone would want to be emperor because 
you’re not going to last very long, ” Charles said. 

He noted that four men were emperors in 69AD, one 
for just a few months, until “somebody got him, too.” 

Charles handed out a color booklet showing his 
coins. Mark Petty took the photos.

Remember these? 

Eleven years ago we were all searching our Cheerios boxes for the 
first coins of the new millenium. Every box of the cereal had a cent in 
it. Every 2,000th box had what turned out to be a pattern Sacagawea 
dollar. 

The dollars, which had extra detail in the eagle’s tail, were minted in 
the fall of 1999 so they could be delivered to General Mills in time for 
their promotion. 

The reverse was modified before regular production began, about a 
month later. 

The pattern went unidentified for five years. NGC slabbed the 
discovey coin on June 20. 2005 

The cents arc worth a penny today. The dollars run about $5,000.
